EX KAISERRECKLESS
WHEN ONLY PRINCE

Was Warrted By Bismarck to
Stop Writing Wild Marginal
Notes.

BERLIN, Jun. 15-—~The fact that the
former Kalser, when still merely
Prince Wilhelm and not even crown
prince, was given to the writing of
marginal notes of the kind revealed
in the Kautsky disclosures; that Bis-
marck scratched out the marginal
aopinfons so recklessly written and
warned him against this trouble-in-
viting habit, apd that Wilhelm aol
emnly promised the Irom Chancellor
that he was to abandon It, was
brought out yesterday al Stuttgart
in the ecourt proceedings brought to
yprevent the publication of the third
volume of Blsmarck's memolrs.

The volume contains six letters
from the then Prince Wilhelm, three
from his father, Crown Frince Fred-
erick Wilhelm, and several from Bis-
marck written in 1887 and 1588 The
volume begins with a letter from the
crown prince, in which, as a father,
he writes Blamarck his views about
his son, now the ex-Kalger, and ex-
presses grave anxlely as to what his
impetuosity may lead to in the future,
and solemnly warns Biamarck against
letting Wilhelm bave anything to do
with foreign affaire. The letter in-
dicates almost prophetic concern
about his son. i

In one letter Bismarck urgently ad-
visea Wilhelm, who in the meantime
had become crown prince, to “consign
to the flames" certain political plans
he had submitted to the chancellor,
Bismarck calls Wilhelm's attention
to certain unauthorized military ele-

ments which were working for war
with Russia, and warns the crown
prince against being influenced by
them.

In his answer Wilhelm assured Bis-
marck of his most peaceable attitude,
